In other words, 
NllBkaya demonstrates her very real skills In 
every new part she p’ays In the theatre or on 
screen— her many-sided gifts, depth, her serious 
approach to each role and an extraordinary 
acting technique. But If Nllskaya herself persists 
In saying that Bhe has been lucky, all we can 
do Is to wish her plenty more ol tho same In 
the future wllh oil our hearts.
